having lost 40,000 meu. stoned for his 
| disgrace by slaying himself. 
| When the news of the defeat reach- 
|ed Emperor Augustus be went wall- 
| fng about his palace, crying out, “Va 
| rus, Varus, give me back my legions!" 
Thereafter the Teutons were among 
the most dangerous of the enemies 
of Rome. In the reign of Theodosius
